William O'Sullivan, 4 tas Oriel street, 
spirit grocer, was charged with a breach of 
the licensing regulations on Sunday, 12th July 
ast, 

Station Sergeant D. F. Maher stated that 
while on plain clothes duty in Oriel street at 
12.34 p.m. on the day in question, he saw a 
matt ron across the road to the defendant's 
premises, stoop and shout something through 
the keyhole. The witness went to the door 
and knocked loudly, announcing himself. 
Thongh he heard shuffling of feet and clinking 
of glasses inside, he got no reply, and was 
kept waiting for dwelve minutes before the 
door was opened by Miss Bridget O'Sullivan, 
sister of the licensee. 

While waiting outside the witness had sent 
Guard 83 C to the back of the premises, and 
the Guard had returned and told him that a 
large number of men--about thirty—were on 
the roof over the yard, having gone out 
through a back window, Just before the door 
was opened O'Sullivan, the defendant, came 
up the street and, when questioned by the 
witness, said that he knew nothing about 
what was happening inside, as he was just 
returning from Mass, 

The witness, in the presence of the licensee 
and his sister, made an examination of the 
premises. Under the counter he found thirteen 
glasses bearing traces of fresh porter. A 
alf-pint glass, in similar condition, was on 
the counter, which appeared to have been 
recently cleaned. In the yard, which was 
covered by a roof, he found in a large tub 
twenty-one pint lasses, all bearing traces of 
fresh porter. ‘he tub was covered by a 
board, on which were two pint measures, one 
half-fall and the other containing traces of 
fresh porter. In a dusthin he found another 
glass with traces of porter, and in a store off 
the shop he found one pint measure in a like 
condition” and a smaller glass with traces of 
whiskey. 

The witness could not find any exit door at 
the rear of the premises, but on a landing six 
steps up from the shop there was a large 
window opening out im two parts on to the 
shed over the yard. The window was wide 
open and directly under it was a sack. While 
at the back the witness saw a man in his 
shirt sleeves climbing into the shop through 
the window, and on returning to the s he 
found this man upstairs on a sofa. When 
questioned, the man said that he was an 
assistant named Joseph Granger. He ad- 
mitted being in the shop, but said that he did 
not open the door because he knew who was 
knocking. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, who appeared for the 
defence, said that the assistant, Granger, had 
been taking part in a sweepstake known as 
the ‘‘ Free Jockeys’ Double,’’ and had won it 
with another man. The stakes were to be 
divided, and the people who were to pay had 
come to.the shop. During Mr. O’Sullivan’s 
absence Granger had admitted them through 
the front door, and they had persuaded him 
to give them drinks. Mr. O'Sullivan had dis- 
missed him on the following day, and he had 
been out of employment for a week, when, 
influenced by friends, Mr. O'Sullivan had 
taken him back into his employment on the 
condition that nothing of the kind would 
happen again. 

r, Cussen said that Granger had seriously 
imperilled his employer’s licence, and he 
fined him £20, allowing three months for 
payment. 

he summons against Mr. O’Sullivan for 
not opening to the police he allowed to stand 
for three months, in order to sée how the 
house was conductef in the period.

CANADA’S WAR SERVICE. | 


The story of Canada’s part in the Great 
War is being published officially under the 
direction a the Minister of National 
Defence, The present volume is written 
by Sir Andrew McPhail, Professor of the 
History of Medicine in the McGill Univer- 
sity. The author, by the terms of his 
commission, had access to all relevant 
documents in the possession of the depart- 
ment. Apparently, neither pains nor ex- 
pense have been spared to make the under- 
taking worthy of the subject. Both bind- 
ing and nore bear the mark of distine- 
tion. aps and extracts from contem- 
porary documents are used extensively and 
with excellent discrimination. 

It appears from the work that as early 
as 1911 the military department in the 
Dominion had to consider the steps 
requisite to send a number of men over- 
seas. The scheme then projected was one 
for the furnishing of some 24,000 of all 
ranks for transport to Europe. This pro- 
ject was kept secret at the time. any 
of the matters dealt with in these me 
were in their day highly controversial. To 
avoid dealing with all such would be un- 
worthy of the historian. Sir Andrew's 
references to such matters are tactful and 
unlikely to offend any intelligent person. 
The first experience which the Canadians 
had of the Old Country was in Salisbury 
Plain, where, during the early winter of 
1915, they suffered misery equal to that 
of the men in the trenches. No Eas 
provision had been made. or was possible 
at that stage, for such large bodies of 
men. 

Later in the same year the men of the 
Canadian contingent were often for days 
on end up to their waists in water. Yet, 
gradually efficiency came. The battle of 
Vimy Ridge began at 5.30 a.m. By two 
o'clock of the same afternoon the ambu- 
lances were arriving at Charing Cross 
Station with the first wounded from the 
front. Administrative difficulties were 
many, and they were not lessened by the 
persistently indiscreet utterances of Sir 
Samuel Hughes, Minister of Defence—a 
worthy person, no doubt, who had been in 
the militia since his thirteenth year, but 
completely lacking the bigness and the 
savotr faire which distinguish the states- 
man from the mere politician. His inter- 
vention made the year 1916 the year of 
controversy in the service, with inevitable 
reaction on the moral of the troops and 
the efforts of the officers. 

As early as seven days in advance, a 
medical officer of the First Canadian Divi- 
sion noted in his diary that he had been 
informed at a‘consultation of the proposal 
to use poison gas. The gas used in the 
early stages was crude, but gradually 
became more deadly in quality. In 
October, 1918, the British troops poured 
over forty-six tons of gas with terrible 
results on the German forces. Sir Andrew 
is of opinion that the effect of gas on the 
soldier was largely psychological. The man 
was often not nearly so bad in fact as 
he imagined himself to be. The book 
refers frequently to the experiences of the 
German Medical Staff. where the same 
difficulties were being faced in much the 
same way as that employed by the oppos- 
ing force. As one reads this valuable 
record one begins to hope that some day 
the Free State Government may undertake 
a similar chronicle in respect of the Irish 
troops who fought on so many fronts from 
1914 to the Armistice.

NATHANIEL WOODWARD. 


Nathaniel Woodward was born in 1811 
in Essex. The burden of the Napoleonic 
wars pressed heavily on his parents, and, 
as they had a family of twelve children, 
it was not found possible for them to give 
Nathaniel. anything like a proper educa- 
tion. At an early age he decided that his 
vocation in life was to take Holy Orders 
in the Church of England. A paper 
written by him when nineteen years old 
not only shows the possession of his soul 
by a love and awe of God, but is a key to 
& right understanding of the motives 
which impelled his course throughout his 
life. In those days bishops would not 
ordain a candidate unless he had graduated 
at either Oxtord or Cambridge. Working 
as a tutor, Woodward endeavoured to save 
enough to go to Cambridge, but without 
success, and his application for exemption 
from the university course was refused. 

Suddenly his fortune changed when 
relatives left him sufficient money to go 
to the university. He married most 
rashly, as it seemed. Certainly, this fact 
protracted his graduation and delayed his 
entrance to the Church, but by 1842 he 
had been ordained. Almost immediately 
he found himself embroiled in a contro- 
versy with his bishop on account of a 
sermon of his which had irritated a 
member oí the congregation. Woodward's 
views were anything but those of the party 
in England which leaned towards bias, 
but his references to confession placed 
him in a false light in the eves of his 
bishop, and many of the untrained lay

NEEDLEWORK IN RELIGION, 


There is undoubtedly a great revival in 
needlecraft, or, perhaps, one should say 
embroidery—the work of the needle, that, 
embodying something of the mind of the 
worker, becomes a form of the universal 
soul-expression which we call art. 
Naturally, its highest use is as a vehicle 
of devotion, and men and women are 
studying the precious remains of old 
church needlework for guidance and in- 
spiration, much as the student of painting 
frequents picture galleries. Examples of 
old needlework are rare, scattered and little- 
known, and interest in them is sporadic 
and liable to die down through lack of 
encouragement, This book will both widen 
the field of workers and broaden them 
individually by linking the present tech- 
nical side of church work with its use in 
the past. It discusses the precious relics 
that reveal the stitches and inspire to a 
further use of them. 

The book is in two sections—I. Historical 
and Descriptive, and II. Practical. The 
latter will be valuable to those who are 
responsible for the care of churches and 
to the quiet worker who finds msthetic 
solace in the creative work of the needle. 
A great deal of research is apparent in the 
first part, which, through enforced con- 
densation, is scrappy and without cohesion. 
The facts, however, are there for reference ; 
the examples are brought to the student by 
illustration, and ‘the matter is very clearly 
paragraphed. Appendices supplying books 
for reference, instructions for the care, 
storage, etc., of the needlework, and a 
careful index add to the value of the 
work. The discussion of material, design 
and stitches is detailed and helpful, and 
a chapter on ‘‘ Gold-work’’ takes the 
worker very far both technically and 
artistically,

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SAINT SAMSON OF DOL. 


The most important monastery in 
Britain in the fifth century was that of 
Llantwit, founded by St. Eltut. who 
counted among his disciples St. Samson, 
and possibly SS. Gildas and David. The 
Life of Samson was written a hundred 
years after his death, and a translation 
is now published. Born about 486, in 
South Wales, Samson was taken to St. 
Eltut’s school when he was aged five. 
There he lived until manhood, when he 
was ordained priest by Bishop Dubricius. 
He became Abbot of Piro. visited Ireland, 
returned to Britain, and went into retreat 
in the valley of the Severn. Summoned 
to a synod, he was ordained bishop; he 
went to Cornwall and thence proceeded to 
Brittany, where he founded the monasterv 
of Dol and died. 

The Life gives us a curious picture of 
life in the Celtic monasteries of Samson's 
days—days of degeneracy. It is curious 
to find a bishop praised thus—Nunquam 
aliquis vidit ewm ebrium. When Samson 
was Abbot of the con munity on Caldey 
Island, ‘‘certain distinguished Irishmen, 
on their way from Rome, arrived at his 
dwelling, and, when he had carefully and 
thoroughly examined them, and had found 
them to be learned men, with the bishop's 
sanction he determined to accompany them 
to their own country; and there he stayed 
a short while, and, by God's help, prac- 
tised many virtues, and was revered by the 
religious of that province as an angel of 
God.” It is suggested that Samson’s 
retreat, while in Ireland, was Dun Etair, 
or Howth.

He felt that the cleric should 
have some means of knowing something of 
the souls in his cure, although he never 
at any time advocated the confessional as 
ordinarily understood. 

The education of the middle class was 
the cause to which he devoted his life and 
energies. He felt that this class was 
tending to drift away from the Church, 
and that, unless a vigorous effort were 
made to stem the tide, religion in England 
would be the poorer by the loss éf the 
class which was not quite wealthy enough 
to send its children to one of the great 
old public schools. Darwin's speculations 
had gone far in those days to spread a 
wave of scepticism over the youth of the 
country. Woodward, conscious of his 
ignorance of the natural sciences, kept 
clear of the controversy, although awards 
he shrank from theories which did violence 
to so many of his childhood’s ideas. How- 
ever, his persistence had its reward, and 
he did, in fact, found several schools. in- 
cluding the larger one of St. Nicolas’s 
College. His honesty of purpose drew 
men towards him, and his services were 
publicly recognised when. in 1870, Glad- 
stone offered him a stall in Manchester 
Cathedral. This Woodward accepted with 
some reluctance. He died in 1891 after a 
life of movement and effort in the per- 
formance of a thankless and unspectacular 
duty—but a duty which apparently helped 
to prevent the growth of secularism and 
unbelief among the class to whose welfare 
he had devoted his existence.

THE GREEK POINT OF VIEW. 


That the spirit of the Greeks has not 
lost its power to. interest and influence 
the modern mind is seen Once more in a 
book by the Principal of University Col. 
lege, Toronto. There is not much that is 
new or startling in Professor Hutton’s 
chapters on the city-State. on Hellenism in 
language and in character, on Greek reli- 
gion and the Greek philosophers; bu! he 
expounds these subjects afresh in a vividly 
individual style (not without a flavour of 
Carlylese), and brings his arguments home 
with frequent allusion to the thoughts and 
problems of our own days. 

Professor, Hutton is sternly conserva- 
tive, and he begins by showing how, in 
Plato’s thought, democracy is a false 
political system, because, implying the 
equality of men, it implies also the 
equality of institicts and of qualities, and 
thus upsets the discipline of the soul itself, 
To him the French Revolution i)lustrates 
Piato’s logic; for it “was not against 


Sir John Oiler. 
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Louis only, but azainst God.” During 
that upheaval all subordination, con- 
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philosophy, however lucid the exposition, 
| is not easy to read. In the present collec- 
tion of essays, however, we see the learned 
Italian professor in lighter vein, or at 
least a vein less abstruse and more directly 
practical than appears in his other writ- 
ings. Here he deals with a number of 
the problems that daily beset us—ethical 
problems all of them, more or less. The 
essays deal with a wide range of subjects, 
from ‘‘ Types of Failuve’’ in the first to 
“The Religious Spirit’’ in the last, the 
forty-seventh—such subjects as ‘ Our 
Dead,” ‘‘ Sex,’ ‘‘The Joy of Evil," 
‘* Providence,’’ ‘‘ Responsibility,”’ ‘‘ Imagi- 
nation and the Escape from Reality.’’ 
It would be impossible, and unfair, and 
probably quite misleading, to try to put 
Croce’s point of view in a few sentences. 
All that we dare to say is that, while 
adhering to the accepted moral standards 
and exalting them, he does not rely on the 
old religious sanctions. Again, the current 
coin of moral and religious speech is sub- 
jected to rigorous and disintegrating 
criticism. In every case he seeks the 
permanent element of truth that is in 
them. Whether readers will gain practical 
help for the solution of their probleins may 
be doubted. Their gain willbe that which 
comes from contact with a powerful and 
honest mind, clearer thinking and fearless 
love of truth for its own sake.

THE APOSTLES’ CREED. 

Bishop Macdonald, in “ The Apostles’ 
Creed,” maintains the view that this 
ancient symbol was drawn up not at Rome 
in the second century, but at Jerusalem 
in the apostolic age. The former is the 
opinion held by most modern ecclesiastical 
historians, including Harnack. Dr. Mac- 
donald acknowledges the great services of 
modern historians of the critica] school in 
elucidating Christian origins, but main- 
tains his own opinion of the apostolic 
composition of the earliest creed. 

It is admitted that there is no direct 
evidence of apostolic authorship in the 
New Testament, or in Christian docu- 
ments of the first and second centuries; 
but Dr. Macdonald gets over this diffi- 
culty by his theory of the discipline of the 
secret, That is to say, he holds that the 
Sacraments and the Creed were kept 
strictly secret, being imparted only to the 
initiated. This rule of secrecy, therefore, 
kept the Creed out of the earliest writ- 
ines. Dr. Macdonald supports his views 
with a great wealth of quotations, and 
introduces much learned. though not 
always relevant, matter; but he is not 
convincing. theory of a disciplina 
arcani looks like an hypothesis ad hoe, and 
there is no substantial evidence in its 
favour. Tt appears. moreover. to reduce 
Christianity to the level of those eenfam- 
porary mystery religions to whose initiates 
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only were imparted the watchwords and 
sacraments that ensured salvation. 
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RECENT FICTION. 

Few writers of detective stories have the 
gifts of Mr. Herbert Adams. His characters 
are vivid and lovable, his style is good and 
sprinkled with wit, while he can tell a tale 

at is puzzling without being confusing. 
The reader of '' The Sloane Square Mystery ” 
never loses interest and never loses the thread 
of the tale. In the first chapter the neces- 
sary dead body is found in Sloane square at 
the foot of the war memorial. Very soon the 
hero is arrested on a charge of murder, and 
then the book is occupied with his loyal 
friends’ efforts to vindicate him and the 
exciting trial, with the case against him pre- 
sented in such deadly form that the reader 
tries in vain to conceive how Rollo can 
escape. The author is a. little unfair in his 
method of vindicating Rollo, but the reader 
can safely be challenged to guess how it will 
be done. This full-length and absorbing 
novel is published, not, at the usual even- 
and-sixpence, but at a price which puts it 
in reach of other than subscribers to libraries.

‘* Unquenched Fires ” is a historical novel 
by a son of the Rev. F. Denison Maurice, 
now a years old, who has written 
also ' Enylish Popular Leaders” and a 
History of Bohemia.”” It introduces such 
well-known persons as Queen Louise of Prus- 
sia, Von Stein, Fichte, Jerome Bonaparte, 
and Blucher, and one Wilson, an English- 
man. It is in two sections. The first por- 
trays the efforts of resurgent Germany to 
shake off the yoke of the Bonapartes. The 
second deals with the struggle for Catholic 
antaaeipetion and for the Reform Bill, As 
a study of notable historical events, the 
story is drawn with considerable care and 
skill. At the same time, the dramatic and 
romantic element suffers from over-tmuch at- 
tention to the political and social conténd- 
ings. Many of the characters in the second 
section of the tale are Irish.

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THE CHINESE CRISIS.

Anxiety regarding affairs in China has 
been increased by the cablegrams received 
by shipping companies and firms having 
commercial relations in the East. Little 
official news is forthcoming, and it is un- 
certain whether the Chinese Government 
is behind the Canton authorities in their 
decision to debar British and Japanese 
ships from the ports and to permit only 
those of other nations. providing they 
omit Hong Kong from their calls This 
increases the gravity of the situation. and, 
as it is only one of several incidents in 
which British interests have been singled 
out for attack, it is hoped that the 
time in asserting 
upon British sub- 
jects and British ships. British firms 
trading with China regret the ban on 
British ships largely on account. of the 
anti-British spirit which underlies that 
action. Hitherto British prestige has 
stood high in the East, and trading has 
been carried on with good-will and mutual 
confidence in the integrity and straight- 
forward intentions of both sides. The 
present state of affairs indicates a new 
feature of Chinese character towards 
British nationals, and it is feared that. 
even though the present difficulties may 
be overcome, the seed has been sown of a 
movement which will not have a good 
influence upon future commercial relation- 
Ship between the two countries.

Meat Prices. 


Prolonged controversy is assured Over 
the report and recommendations af the 
Imperial Economic Committee regarding 
the development of Empire meat supplies. 


For the time being Mr. Baldwin has 
turned them down on the ground that 
agricultural interests are definitely 


opposed to any extension of the existing 
system of importing live cattle. The 
public, however. grows resentful over the 
size of the butcher’s bill, and, even when 
consuming frozen meat, wonders at the 
price paid to the actual producer and that 
at which the article reaches the table. On 
the latter point some interesting revela- 
tions were made before the recent Food 
Commission, while the balance sheets of 
certain firms whose meat trade activities 
are world-wide throw strong light on the 
differences between the two prices. 


A Seamen's Strike 


Strenuous attempts are in progress to 
stir up trouble in the mércantile marine, 
and in some of the Northern ports they 
have met with temporary’ success. The 
strikes, however, are unofficial, They 
appear to have been organised as a rebuif 


to Mr. Havelock Wilson. Secretary of the 
Seamen's Union. who is alleged to have 
entered into a compact with the ship- 
owners to reduce wages without the 
consent of the men’s delegates. - That 
accusation the official in question re- 
pudiates. In Glasgow. Liverpool, New- 
castle and Shields there has been more 
or less trouble in getting men to sign on. 
and now the trouble is spreading to 


London, the Albert and Victoria Docks 
being principally affected. It is not ex- 
pected that the strike will spread to any 
great extent, or that it will be of anv 
duration. Where men have refused to 
sign on there has been no difficulty in 
getting others from neighbouring ports. 


Holyhead's New Industry. 


Holyhead has discovered an industry. 
and in the matter of the herring trade 
promises to become to the West coast what 
Yarmouth is to the East. From very 
smal! beginnings last year quite a brisk 
business has sprung up. The L.M.S. 
Railway, naturally anxious to afford every 
facility for this new trade at a place so 
well situated for the Irish and Manx fish- 
ing grounds. has thrown open to traders 
a sea front of about a thousand feet. The 
bulk of the trade is done in cured herrings, 
for which a realy market and good prices 
have been found in America and on the 
Continent. while Liverpool, Manchester 
and district take enormous quantities of 
th» fresh catches. Already nearly two 
hundred Scottish fisher girls are engaced 
at Holyhead in barreling for export. The 
fish brought in here are larger than those 
caught on the Fast coast, there 
approximately 1,000 herrings to the cran 
to Yarmouth’s 1.200. 


Pos‘al Workers’ Wages. 


Civil servants’ pay will be “cut”? next 
month in consequence of the decreased 
cost of living. As the result of periodical! 
revision. pay fluctuates according as the 
scale falls or rises. The Post Office always 
has been a hothed of intrigue and mischief. 
making, and the extreme section of its 
workers is making this automatic reduc- 
tion a convenient peg on which to hang 
trouble. Probably this department con- 
tains more of the Socialist element than 
any other in the State, and it is deli- 
berntely distorting the reduction into a 
preliminary movement by Mr. Churchill 
to economise national resources by attack- 
ing Government servants’ salaries and 
wages. It is an ingenious attempt to 
consolidate the whole forces of the Civil 
Service into an organised demand for 
higher pay.

COMMITTEE ON ITS POSITION 
IN BRITISH MARKET. 

The following references to Irish bacon 
appears in the report of the Imperial 
Economic Committee, of which we pub- 
lished a summary yesterday :— 

The imports of this class of meat ' (bacon) 

im the Empire come mainly from the Irish 
Free State and Canada. Figures are not 
available to show the amount derived prior to 
April, 1923, from the territory now forming 
the Irish Free State, but it is well recognised 
that these supplies cater for a high-priced 
demand of a special cure and flavour very 
popular with the British consumer. 

fn 1924 the supplies from this source were 
595,000 cwts., being 64 ver cent. of the total 
imports. During the first six months of 1925 
they decreased 26 per cent. as compared with 
those of the same period in 1924. 


CAUSE OF THE DROP. 

This drop is attributed to the fact that 
during the second half of 1924 Irish farmers 
generally did not regard pig-keeping as re- 
munerative, and the view was then current 
that there was a probability of a world 
surplus of bacon. Consequently the general 
tendency, af in other countries, was towards 
a reduction in breeding stocks, with the result 
that Irigh farmers are not now ma 
to take full advantage of the improve 
prévailing in 19285. 

Íu the opinion of our witnesses, there would

appear to be some lack of uniformity in the | 


weight and finish of Irish pigs, which makes 
it difficult to turn out a uniformly graded 
product, and it would be advantageous if the 
farmer could somehow be paid for his pigs 
on the basis of grade.

MINISTRY CRITICISED.

The members of the Gaeltacht Com- 
mission arrived in Galway yesterday from 
Dungloe, County Donegal, and held a 
special meeting in order to hear the 
evidence of the Rev. S. J. Walsh, P.P., 
concerning the condition of the Aran 
islanders. 

Father Walsh said that it was absolutely 

essential that the Aran islanders should 
get assistance to enable them to pursue 
the fishing industry, which for the last 
five years had been so bad that the fisher- 
men could not earn sufficient money to 
pay the instalments on their boats and 
gear. 
They did not get as much fish in a 
year now as they got in a month in the 
olden times, and prices now were only 
one-fifth or one-sixth of the olden figures. 
The fishermen would be more prosperous 
if they were properly equipped, but recent 
applications for boats and gear had been 
turned down. If that was to be the -atti- 
tude of the Ministry of Fisheries, the 
industry would disappear in Aran, 


LOANS OR EMIGRATION. 


“I give it as my deliberate opinion,” 
declared Father Walsh, “ that if this atti- 
tude is persisted in, you will have a consider- 
able percentage of the people of Aran living 
at the expense of the State, somehow or 
other, before very long.”’ 

They must either take the tisk involved in 
advancing money to enable the people to live 
at home, or else let the people emigrate. 
For the last year between 80 and 100 of his 
people had left for America, a number had 
joined the Guards, and a great many had 
left for service in other parts of Ireland. 
Most of the migrants had been girls, but 
latterly more boys than girls had been going. 
Within the past week he had given twelve 
letters of character to the American Consul, 
and a total of twelve or fourteen for the 
three weeks before that. 

A good many of these were boys, and if 
the exodus of boys continued at the same 
rats for the next two or three years, there 
would be an end to the fishing industry in 
Aran for some time, because there would not 
be enough left to serve as crews. 

“I have not the slightest hesitation in 
saying that there are a number of people in 
Aran who have not a sufficient supply of 
food to keep them going at present, and they 
will be on the verge of starvation before next 
Christmas if the fishing during this autumn 
is not considerably more successful than. it 
has been for the past five or six years. The 
people can only be saved from such a cala- 
mity by the present Government abandoning 
its policy of refusing loans for boats and 
gear until it has got a security that is not 
available. The present Government is in a 
bett -r position to vive loans for fishing than 
the body connected with fisheries under the 
old régime.”’ 

Father Walsh criticised strongly the inade- 
quate fines imposed on foreign poaching 
trawlers, and pointed to a case where a 
trawler was fined £250 for four offences. So 
much respect did the convicted skipper show 
for the law that as he was going out he 
dropped his trawl and probably made as 
| much on the catch as paid his fine. It should 
| be made unprofitable for these trawlers to 
| trawl in Irish waters.

As 
between Canadian and Danish bacon, it is to 
be noted, that in 1909-13 the Canadian pro- 
duct was lower in price than the Danish by 
9.1 per cent., and in 1924 by 9.9 per cent. 

This, however, does not fully bring out the 
trend of competition and development as be- 
tween these two sources of supply, for a more 
detailed study of average values reveals the 
fact that in 1921 Danish bacon realised 
55s. 8d. per cwt. more than Canadian; in 
1922, 23s. 8d. per cwt. more; in 1925, 19s.

WHAT THE “ TRADE”

HE findings of the Free State Liquor 
iis Commission, as set out in the @rish 
Times, are evoking much discussion and 
criticism in “' trade’’ circles. 

The disposition is to withhold comment 
pending the appearance of the full text 
of the report which, it is stated—despite 
official assurances to the contrary—1is 
likely to be forthcoming long before either 
House of the Oireachtas reassembles. 

It is stated that ' the findings of the 
Commission have not entirely disap- 
pointed the anticipations of the ‘trade,’ 
who believed that the Commission might 
be relied on to do its work in ‘a wholly 
impartial and disinterested fashion.’ ”’ 

Virtually all of the Commission’s find- 
ings (writes our Political Correspondent) 
have been dealt with by me in these 
columns. There remains but one, to which 
prominence ought to be given, particularly 
in view of the interest with which the 
Commission’s conclusion-on the subject is 
awaited. The question concerns the en- 
dorsement of licences. 


WHAT THE ACT SAYS. 

As the law stands at present almost any 
offence against the Liquor Act can be re- 
corded on the licence. The first schedule 
of the Act contains many of the enact- 
ments against which a licence-holder must 
not offend if he desires to avoid an en- 
dorsement of his licence. 

The offences include :— 
“(1)—Permitting drunkenness on the 

premises ; i 
(2)—The keeping of a disorderly house; 
(3)— The harbouring of constables; 

—P ittin aming ; 

‘sh Bolling drink peed prohibited hours; 

sania Ratening to admit a constable. 

Under the Act there is no appeal 


against an endorsement for any of those 
offences. 

Our Political Correspondent is able to 
state that the Commission’s recommenda- 
tion to the Government on this point is 
that the endorsement may be annulled by 
the District Justice if he is satisfied that 
there are extenuating circumstances. 


EFFECT ON COMPENSATION. 

It should be explained that an endorse- 
ment of a licence depreciates it by one- 
third of its total value, as three endorse- 
ments mean the cancellation or revocation 
of a licence. 

The Commission’s finding on this ques- 
tion is especially important in view of its 
recommendation that the number of exist- 
ing public-houses shall be substantially 
reduced and that the owners shall be 
compensated by means of a levy on the 
remaining licence-holders. 

In the case of an endorsed 
therefore, it will be recognised that the 
compensation to be paid will be very much 
less than that which would be forthcom- 
ing in the case of a licence on which no 
conviction had been recorded.

ROTARIANS’ VIEWS ON 
AMERICA. 


INDUSTRIAL HARMONY. 

The party of British Rotarians who have 
been on a month’s visit to America have 
returned home. 

Mr Vivian Carter, Secretary of the Rotary 
International of Great Britain and Ireland, 
said in an interview :— 

" We were immensely impressed with the 
wealth and prosperity of all classes, par- 
ticularly the working classes. The ordinary 
unskilled working man can earn about £10 
a week. Our impression of Prohibition )s 
that in the main it is a great success. Pro- 
duction is enormously increasing, and in the 
inland places we were struck with the clean- 
liness, sobriety, and energy of the people. 

‘Thers seemed to be no serious industrial 
crisis Trade Unionism in America is not 
pearly so stronfly organised as in this coun- 
try. The American workman has a chance 
of getting rich and owning his own house 
and motor-car, and consequently it pays him 
better to be on pretty free terms with his 
employer. 

“We could not help observing the reckless 
wealth of America and the tremendous life 
of pleasure there. The crime wave continues 
without abatement, While we were in 
Chicago one of the biggest hotels in the city 
was held up by an armed gang. The ease 
with which the criminal escapes punishment 
over there is the subject of open criticism, 
and great admiration is expressed for British 
justicé.”’

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DUBLIN POOR LAW 
REFORM. 


SAINT VINCENT DE PAUL 
SOCIETY’S PART, 


PROMINENT MEMBER’S 
VIEWS. 


- 


The Poor Law reform scheme contem- 
plated by the Dublin Unien Commis- 
sioners, as explained in the /rish Times 
of yesterday, has created a good deal of 
interest in the city. 

We print to-day a report of an inter- 
view, in which one of the most prominent 
workers in the St. Vincent de Paul Society 
gives his views. The fociety, he explains, 
is willing to ae=et the State ; and he tells 
of its desire to found a home where men 
who cannot enter common lodging-houses 
might find accommodation. 

The class which the Society has in view 
includes the ‘‘ down-and-outs,”’ who, if 
not cared for, would degenerate into 


tramps. 

To meet the case of these, and others 
who cannot afford to pay the price of a 
night’s lodgings, he thinks that the 
Society might be able to utilise a portion 
of the North Dublin Union buildings. 

“1 do not like to give you my opinion on 
it,’ said our informant, “ as it is possible 
that the Society may be called upon to draw 
up a memorandum on the whole question, 
and to lay it before the Poor Law Commis- 
sion in a short time. 

“ You know,” he continued, “ that, so far 
as the St.Vincent de Paul Society are con: 
cerned, we are always ready to put ourselves 
at the disposal of the State, as we have done 
on more than one occasion. It was sug- 
gested to us at one ‘time that we night 
undertake the inquiries among those who 
sought public assistance (poor law relief), 
but we could not undertake that work, as 
we are deharred by the rules of the Society. 
If we had done it we would have turned 
ourselves into a relief society, pure and 
simple, and we would have been divorcing 
the spiritual from the material side of the 
work, which we could not do.” 


THE SOCIETY'S PART. 

As to the part which the Society nil 
take in this projected scheme, however, he 
said that for the last few years the Society 
had been looking for premises suitable as a 
lodging house for men. The Society’s night 
shelter provided only very Mianited accoin- 
modation, which was free of charge, and «hey 
were anxious to provide for men who had th 
price of a night’s lodging, but who could 
not pay the comparatively high charges 
which obtained in the common lodging 
houses of the city. There was a second 
class for which they were also anxious co 
cater—men who could not pay for a night's 
lodging—-and it was had to provide for 
them by asking them to do a certain amount 
of work in return for a night's lodging in 
the new premises. 

At present the night shelter affords accom 
modation for 125 men. They are permitted 
to stay fourteen nights, and are supplied 
with supper, bed and breakfast, free. After 
a fourteen nights’ stay they are put out for 
two months. 

“ Recently,”” he continued, ‘‘ the Dublin 
Union Commissioners offered us a wing of 
the North Dublin Union, at a low rent. for 
the purpose of EEEEE GH a lodging house, 
such as we have been contemplating for some 
time, and that is to be our part in the 
scheme The expense of carrying out this 
lodging house will be considerable, and owing 
to the heavy demand which it will make on 
our finances, a sm: section of our 
vouncil is opposed to it; but the others— 
the majority—believing that this class, which 
they describe as the ‘down-and-outs,’ is 
altogether wunprovided for and would rapidly 
degenerate into tramps, felt that they should 
make an attempt to catch them in time, and 
help them on the way to reform. That is the 
intention of the Society, and, of .course, as 
! have already said, we are ready—indeed, 
most anxious—to do what we can for the 


State in such matters.”’ 


A NOTE OF APPROVAL. 

In the course of an interview with an 
lrith Times representative yesterday, Sir 
Simon Maddock said that he regarded the 
proposal to abolish the present Poor Law 
system: in Dublin as-a good one. Poor Law 
reform, he said, had been talked about for 
two generations, and it was time that some- 
thing was done to bring things’ up-to-date. 
He welcomed anything that would put an 
end to the stigma.of pauperism, and he 
thought that, with clean administration and 
efficient executive work, the scheme. as out- 
lined in the /rish Times, would be of great 
henefit to the destitute, aged and infirm. He 
would like to see similar schemes in operation 
throughout the country, and he believed that 
they would be economical from the rate- 
payers’ point of view.

BE AVOIDED. 


VICEROY'S WARNING 


PROGRESS BY LOYAL 
CO-OPERATION.

SIMLA, Thursday. 

When Lord Reading opened the autumn 

session of the All-Indian Legislature here 
to-day, the Chamber was densely crowded, 
and parts of his speech were warmly 
applauded. 
+ The Viceroy made it clear at the outset 
that, while the British Government is 
sympathetic towards Indian aspirations, 
it will not yield to pressure and make 
premature concessions. 

The time for the revision of the Constitu- 
tion had not yet arrived. . Indeed, if an Im- 
perial Royal Commission were now appointed 
to examine the position in the light of the 
co-operation’ received, it would only result in 
disappointment. On the other hand, the 
time was now opportune for working the 
machinery of the reforms. The Muddiman 
Report would remove the defects of working. 

The financial stringency was disappearing, 
and the Ministers were obtaining new re- 
sources to push their programme of jmprove- 
ment and development. Furthermore, the 
Ministers would recruit their own provincial 
services to operate in the transferred field. 
Diarchy could thus be run even more smoothly 
and efficiently. 

He announced the appointment of a Cur- 
rency Commission, under the chairmanship of 
Lieutenant-Commander Hilton Young, and 
spoke of the need of agricultural development 
through a centre! co-ordinating organisation. 


THE NEXT STEP. 

Concluding a speech, which took over two 
hours to deliver, the Viceroy said; The British 
people, working on their own experience, 
have set up institutions in India based on 
Western models, and the aspirations of Indian 
politicians, as I understand them, are directed 
towards the establishment of responsible self- 
government within the Empire as the ultimate 
goal. Responsible self-government, based on 
Parliamentary institutions, is a product of 
Western thought and experience. It is often 
contended that we are seeking to arrive at 
our final destination by imposing ideas on 
India which are alien to its genius. 

We are riot wedded to our own particular 
methods of attaining our object. Whatever 
may be proposed will be the subject of most 
careful examination by the Government of 
India, and eventually by the Commission, be- 
fore it is submitted to the British Parlia- 
ment. 

The Commission should know whether there 
is anv general consensus of opinion among 
the various classes and communities of India 
as to the direction in which the development 
of self-zovernment within the Empire should 
be sought. Should we persevere in our pro- 
posed course, or is there an alternative line 
of advance which would be more in accord- 
ance with Indian ideas, and would receive 
the ‘support of the numerous interests con- 
cerned ! 


HARD THINKING NEEDED. 

If any alternative methods are to be 
suggested, much hard thinking is required. 
Constitutiona! problems are not solved by a 
phrase, and account must be taken of the 
unparalleled complexities, diversities of race, 
diversities of religion and striking diversities 
of intellectual development and social 
organisation which ‘separate classes with a 
rapidity unknown in any other great country. 

lt must be kept steadily in mind that it 
is the primary duty of the Government to 
provide security against external aggression, 
and to preserve peace and order within its 
territories, and in India it is imperative that 
adequate means should be devised for the 
protection of minorities. No greater problem 
in self-covernment has ever been set before 
a people, no problem has ever more assuredly 
required accurate and practical thinking. 

án are many in India at the present 
who hold that the solution lies in 
The principle that local 
affairs should be administer bv local go- 
vernment is one that commends general 
acceptance ; but if we are to avoid disintegra- 
tion, a danger that the history of India con- 
stantly emphasises, there must, in my judg- 
ment, be a strong central government cap- 
able of exercising a legitimate degree of 
supervision and control. 


UNLIMITED FIELD FOR INQUIRY. 

The relations of such a government to a 
number of so-called autonomous provincial go- 
vernments have not yet been thought out. 
li can scarcely be contemplated, even by the 
most ardent friends of provincial autonomy, 
that there should be nine or more—and, as 
scme contend, many more—separate and in- 
dependent provincial governments entirely 
free in all directions from supervision and 
control. Before any scheme of provincial 
autonomy could be established the 
functions should be entrusted to them, and 
the degree of supervision and contro] to be 
exercised over them must be explored with 
patience. Here is an unlimited field of work 
waiting for those who, like the minority of 
the Reforms Inquiry Committee, believe that 
the present Constitution must be radically 
amended. 

In the meantime, close contact with the 
practical working of the present machine will 
provide a useful corrective against too great 
an obsession with theory, which history oe 
to be a danger ever lurking in wait for the 
drafter of constitutions, 


SLOW BUT SURE. 

Before I close I would draw attention to the 
attitude, not uncommon among politicians, 
that the programme and conditions of advance 
laid down in the preamble of the Government 
of India Act are a humiliation to India in 
that the prescription of successive stages and 
the testing of each stage by results is a reflec- 
tion on the capacity of Indians. 

Be it remembered that we are engaged on a 
— new to India. and new also to the 
British Parliament. I think that the nature 
of the problem as it presents itself to the 
British people is not fully appreciated by 
those who express themselves as humiliated. 
They assume that the path to self-government 
lies along a broad, metalled road, and that, if 
they could only be freed from the impediments 
and restrictions imposed by the present forms 
of government, they could run safely, rapidly 
and directly to their goal. : 

To my mind the problem presents itself 
under a different figure. I think rather of a 
man picking his way through unexplored 
regions towards his destination, whic 
RC" faint but clear in the distance. He 

alts on firm ground and seeks the next spot 
to which he can safely entrust himself. A 
rash step may engulf him or delay his progress 
indefinitely. His advance may not be rapid, 
but it is well and surely planned as he ad- 
vances. Experience teaches him to distinguish 
more certainly and quickly firm ground 
from a treacherous surface; and so he wins 
to his ultimate goal, 


A PERSONAL NOTE. 

Gentlemen—if I may strike a personal 
note—the natural term of my period of office 
is rapidly approaching, and my further 
opportunities of addressing you, members 
of the Indian Legislature, must necessarily 
be few. I have spoken to you to-day from 
the conviction of my heart—I trust without 
rousing a tinge of bitterness or animosity. 
I have expressed to you the thoughts of one 
who, whatever mistakes or errors he may 
have committed,. has a warm affection for 
India and a deep devotion to her interests. 
For these reasons I have been more desirous 
of. carrying you with me along the only 
avenue which, in my judgment, can lead to 
the promised land, to the proud heights of 
India’s destination. It is my earnest prayer 
that India, with the co-operation of all of 
us of every race, community and interest 
that wish her well, may avoid the pitfalls 
that beset her path. and win through to the 
goal to which her face is set.—(Reuter.) dó

The Times Hong Kong — Correspondent 
says:—Liao Chung-Kai, the Commisar of 
Finance, and Chairman of the Labour section 
of the Kuomintang, in Canton, is reported 
to have been assassinated. He was one of 
the most active agents in the promoting of 
class war, and was regarded as the foremost 
Chinese Communist; but he was merely a 
Communist tool, and his death does not 
alter the situation.

BRITISH SHIPPING RIGHTS. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Thursday. 

The fact that Admiral Sinclair has been 
granted’ freedom of action in restoring 
British shipping rights at Canton has caused 
apprehension here. The Canton Government 
is declared to be determined to enforce the

AGREEMENT IN JAPANESE SHIPPING 
STRIKE 


SHANGHAI, Thureday. 

The Chinese Chamber of Commerce and 
Japanese Shipping interests reached an agree- 
ment to-day, whereby Chinese seamen are to 
return to work on the Japanese ships. —The 
agreement is practically the same as that 
reached in the cotton mills settlement. The 
strikers do not receive any increase or pay 
for the strike period, but certain concessions 
are promised in view of the hardships 
suffered.—(lKeuter.) 


RUSSIAN FLIGHT TO SHANGHAI. 
SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

Two Soviet aeroplanes, from Nanking, 
arrived here at noon to-day, and were given 
an enthusiastic welcome by crowds of Chinese 
and Russians, .ncluding students carrying 
banners, one of which was inscribed '' can- 
cellation of unequal treaties.'" The arrival of 
the aeroplanes here completes their flight 
from Moscow te Shanghai.—(Reuter. ) 


It was learned at the headquarters of the 
Church Missionary Society in London, last 
evening, that a cablegram was received from 
Munyang, Chengtu, Szechwan Province, West 
China, statinge that eight missionaries were 
carried off by brigands on August 6th, and 
that they were safe and being well treated. 

The names of the kidnapped missionaries 
are Bishop H. W. Mowll and Mrs. Mowll, 
the Rev. Vivian Henry Donnithorne and Mrs. 
Donnithorne, Major F. W. Lies, Miss Christine 
Carleton, Miss M, Armfield, and Miss Annie 
Settle All are British subjects, with the 
exception of Miss Armfield: Bishop Mowll, 
who is a native of Dover, had for the past 
three years been Assistant Bishop in Western 
China. He was formerly Dean of Wyckliffe 
College, Toronto, Canada. 

Beyond the bare fact that the kidnapped 
missionaries are safe, no other details are to 
hand.

CHINESE IN HOLLAND AND THE 
BOYCOTT 


THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the disturb- 
ances in China, the Chinese colony in Holland 
began to raise funds for their brothers in 
China, and it is known that the three 
Chinese clubs in Rotterdam had collected 
£300, which was sent to some unknown com- 
mittee in China. Anti-British propaganda 
was instituted. In the windows of a Chinese 
shop a picture was shown depicting an Eng- 
lishman in the act of killing a small Chinese 
bov. A boycott of British-made cigarettes 
and other goods was promoted, and the 
Chinese no longer sell or stock British 
cigarettes. It is difficult to trace the origin 
of some goods sold in Holland, but where 
thev are labelled as British they are not sold 
by the Chinese.—(7'tmes telegram).

The situation created by the issue at 
Canton of regulations for costal navigation in 
China is being, closely studied at the Foreign 
office, says The Times, Mr. Chamberlain is 
taking personal charge of the matter, having 
come to London yesterday for the purpose.

ritish and Japanese ships to Canton, and 
permitting . -her foreign ships to come only 
if they have avoided calling at Hong Kong 
on their way. The penalty for infraction of 
the de. se seems to be some activity of 
labour v “eis and the prevention of loading 
or unloading. 

The decree is an open challenge. It is 
tantamount to defiant repudiation of Treaties 
that have governed for decades the relations 
between the European Powers and America, 
on the one hand, and Southern China on the 
other. What can the Powers do about it? 
For if Great Britain and Japan are defied 
directly, all other Powers are indirectly con 
temned by the prohibition of access to any 
foreign ships that may dare to call at British

on the Island of Shameen, facing the City 
of Canton. we have a very gallant Consul- 
General, Sir James Jamieson, who knows his 
Cantonese through and through, and is 
facing the extraordinary situation with great 
courage and unruffled humour.

REASONS SOR THE DELAY. 


The Times Labour Correspondent writes : 
Chere may be a longer delay than was at first 
anticipated in setting up the Royal Com- 
mission to inquire into the econoniic position 
of the coal industry. The appointment of a 
commission, which at a ás: a estimate 
will have to face four to six months’ work, 
is a much more formidable matter than the 
nomination of a Court of Inquiry into the 
immediate circumstances of an industrial 
dispute, and the difficulties of selection in 
the present case are increased by the necessity 
of constituting a body which will command 
the full confidence of the public and the 
respect of the coal-owners and miners. 

It has been a criticism of some Royal 
Commissions that they have been made a 
medium for shelving awkward controversies. 
The country will look to the new Coal Com 
mission to produce a report upon which the 
trovernment can take action, with the 
assurance that opposition from either party 
to the mining dispute would arouse nation 
wide resentment. 

Several names have been mentioned as 
possible members of the. Commission, but it 
is understood that the Mines Department has 
not yet gone beyond the stage of ascertaining 
whether or not certain men on a list in the 
possession of Colone! Lane-Fox would accept 
membership. 

Progress, owing to the holiday season, and, 
it may@be, for more important reasons, has 
so far been slow, and it is now unlikely that 
any official announcement can be made for at 
least a week or ten days.

FRENCH REPLY IN BERLIN.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr. Mellon, the Secretary for the Treasury, 
in a statement to-day disclosed Tor the first 
time the circumstances leading the United 
States Government to deviate from its policy 
of non-recognition of any peculiar status of 
Belgium by virtue of a promise made by 
the late President Wilson at Versailles. It 
appears that Dr. Wilson's promise was made 
at a time critical for the success of the 
eace pevotiations. 

Mr. Hoover, a member both of the Ver- 
sailles Conference and the American Debt 
Commission, testified daring the debt discus. 
ston here last week that the inflaence of Dr. 
Wilson's promise was decisive in forestalling 
a rupture of the oe Mr. Hoover 
recalled that the Belgian representatives 
were indignant when it was decided at Ver- 
sailles not to allow the Belgian claim againat 
Germany for the expense of taking up the 
war time currency forced upon the Belgians 
during the German occupation, and not to 
permit Belgium to collect from Germany for 
the cost of the machines and plants actually 
removed from the country. 

The Belgian representatives were about to 
withdraw when it was agreed that -these 
claims should be set off by special treatment 
of Belgium's debts by the Allied and asso- 
ciated Powers. 

Mr. Mellon savs that these facts had great 
weight with President Coolidge, to whom 
they presented them at Plymouth on Monday, 

In computing Belgium's ability to pay, he 
Germany's prospective payments to 
Relcium were factors as well as the technical 
conditions of the exchange market. 

PRESS VIEWS. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

The American Press, irrespective of party, 
expresses general approval of the Belgian 
debt settlement. The Democratic newspapers 
are pleased that ex-President Wilson's 
pledges to Belgium have been respected as 
moral obligations, while the Republican news- 
the swift conclusion of the 
negetiations as creditable to President 
Coolidge’s statesmanship. 

All the newspapers hold up the British 
debt settlement as a basis for comparison, 
hut the New York Times, which expects 
that Congress will be sure to approve the 
Belgian settlement, draws attention to the 
fact that the British settlement itself, with 
its 34 per cent. interest rate and a period 
of fifty two vears, was A wide departure from 
the provisions laid down by Congress, which 
stipulated a 44 per cent, interest rate and 
amortisation in twenty-five years.

He and M‘Kenna were on active 
service in the LR.A., and took part in the 


recent fighting. 

Quinn's employer, William Ryan, Dona- 
skeigh, slated that a seater of the accused, 
Patrick Crosse, gave birth to a child recently, 
of which his («avan's) son was accused o 
being the father. Miss Crosse was first 
cousin of M‘Kenna. Since the child wa® born 
Crosse and three other men had threatened 
to “take him away” if he did not bring back 
bis son, who had gone away. 

Wilham Ryan; son of the last witness, 
stated that in December last M'Kenna and 
two men named Edward Crosse and Thomas 
Guilfovle, relatives of Miss Crosse, forcibly 
took him from neighbours residing in Donas- 
and brought him to an old, disused 
house, M‘Kenna threatening him all the way. 
After about half an hour they bronght him 
in a horse car to the residence of the parish 
priest, Father Matt Ryan, Knockavilen, and 
Edward Crosse told Father Ryan that the 
witness wished to get married to his niece, 
Miss Crosse. As a result of a private inter- 
view with Father Ryan, however, the witness 
left without getting married. After getting 
home he was afraid to stay any longer in the 
place, and left. 

The accused, who pleaded not guilty, were 
returned for trial. Bail was allowed.

£3,000 was taken from a safe in Mrs. Jenkin- 
son's bedroom. Apparently the thief had an 
intimate knowledge of the house and of the 
movements of its occupants. “ 

At 3.30 in the afternoon Mr. and Mrs. 
Jenkinson went out to attend a local sports 
meeting, leaving behind a servant, who after- 
wards went out to the village, During their 
absence the thief entered through a side 
door, went to Mrs. Jenkinson’s bedroom, 
smashed a wooden cupboard surrounding the 
safe, and opened it with a key, which was 
afterwards found to be missing from a bunch 
of keys belonging to Mrs. Jenkinson. He 
got away quite up ved. 

The robbery was discovered by the 
gardener, who returned to the house to get 
a fancy dress costume, with which to ride in 
a donkey race at the sports. 

The missing articles include Mrs. Jenkin- 
son’s engagement ring, a christening watch 
belonging to her eldest son, bearing his 
name and the date 1916, twelve brooches, 
seven necklaces, ten rings, and ten bracelets. 
Thievés had visited the house twice pre- 
viously this year. On the first occasion they 
got nothing, but the second time, after a 
vain attempt to open the safe, they stole 
some jewellery from a dressing table. 


“PLOT AGAINST THE 
KING OF SPAIN.” 


A TRAVELLER'S TALE. 

Stories of conspiracies against the King. of 
Spain are again in circulation—but they have 
been denied by the Spanish Ambassador in 
Paris, who declares that they are “devoid of 
all foundation.’’ The latest story which was 
received in Paris is as follows (says Reuter) :— 

‘A traveller from Madrid relates that 
last week a policeman noticed a suspect 
individual in a crowd at Santander. Just as 
the King was passing this individual put his 
hand into his pocket, and, while he was 
ing | it out again, the policeman grasped 
him by the wrist and seized a big loaded 
revolver. i 

“The man, whose nationality is unknown, 
was taken into custody. The police believe 
in the existence of a regular conspiracy 
sgainst the King, with ramifications in several 
towns, foreigners being included among the 
vonspirators, 

“The discovery of bombs on the railway 
at Barcelona, and the arrest of anarchists at 
San Sebastian is believed to be connected 
with this plot. 

“A special watch is being kept round the 
Royal residence. False rumours that the 
King has been wounded, and the Duke of 
Miranda killed, came into circulation, and 
pé reached Madrid. The censorship has 
orbidden the newspapers to make any 
allusion to the affair. A rumour is current 
that a former Radical Deputy for Barcelona 
has been arrested."

FERMANAGH FARMER CLEARED.

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EXPERIMENTS WITH THYROID 
GLAND EXTRACT, 


Some of the discoveries of Professor Sir 
Jagadish Chandra Rose, of Calcutta, will be 
revealed in a book now in preparation. 

Sir Jagadish recently gave a demonstration 
at his Research Institute in Calcutta with the 
aid of a common water-weed, called the 
Hydrilla, and found in the nds which 
abound in the lowlands of Bengal. He placed 
a stem of this weed in a test tube and found 
out that it gave out oxygen onder the play 
of the sun's rays. 

He then u his new super-tetina, which 
detects all other actaves of light 
beyond the one with which the human eye is 
familiar, and with the aid of different electric 
wave lengths showed how rays of light which 
could mot be seeh by human vision, but 
could be recorded by the super-retina, were 
able to affect the breathing out of the 
hydrilla. This proved that the weed re- 
sponded to light octaves which were invisible 


to us. 

Sir Jagadish then gave the weed doses of 
mgrí of alcohol, of other stimulants, and 
ast of all of extract from the thyroid gland. 

The weed collapsed when poison was ad- 
ministered, the breathing out process being 
cor ig arrested. It was stimulated by 
alcohol, but showed a severe reaction, falling 
down to a state of coma soon after the arc 
of the stimulus was over.

After the thyroid gland dose, however, 
there was no reaction, and the breathing out 
process increased by over 100 per cent. under 
the stimulus.

The exact position of affairs 
in the country to-day is obscure, but it 
was announced earlier in the week that 
negotiations with the Druse clans had re- 
sulted in the raising of the siege of 
Sueida, and that the French had released 
eight of the Druse chiels who were held 
prisoners. Since then there has been an 
entire absence of news.

JERUSALEM, Thursday. 

I have just returned to Jerusalem from a 
tour of the Druse country and a visit to the 
Djebel Druse and Mejel Druse headquarters. 
I visited the battlefield of Mezraa, where, 
three weeks ago, the French were defeated, 
There are still lying there heaps of naked 
French dead unburied along the railroad. 

Three French tanks which had been burned 
were lying there, together with two big 
French guns, many motor cars and other 
transport, ete., all of which had been 
destroyed. á . 

At Sueida I found the French garrison sur- 
rounded in the citadel of the town, and the 
railways all occupied by rebels. 

The political situation is very serious. Th 
chief commander of the rebels, ‘‘ Sultan” 
Pasha Atrash, is anticipating an insurrection 
in Damascus. Apparently he does not want

2 The Sultan possesses supreme power over 
the Drute Arabs. In an interview he said 
‘French oppression became insupportable. 
General Sarrail refused even to accept our 
delegations which we sent complaining against 
the actions of Governor Carbillet. All the 
privileges granted by the French in 1021 were 
cancelled; our chiefs were arrested owing to 
anonymous denunciation. Our revolution is 
not a little one, but it is the opening of a 
general Syrian revolution.”’ 


FRENCH DEMANDS. 

I had been informed by French envoys, who 
accompanied me part of the way to the Druse 
country, that the French peace conditions

The Sultan replied :—' I am not satisfied 
with autonomy. We demand the independ- 
ence of the whole of Syria.”’ 

I asked :—What do you regard as Syria? 

The Sultan answered :—‘" The mandated 
territory, without the Lebanon, but including 
the Alawite State.” 

I asked :—What do you fegard as independ- 
ence? 

The Sultan replied :—' Free and elected 
Parliament; a National Army; a National 
Government, with a King or President—the 
French only to act as councillors in depart- 
ments, like the British do in Iraq.”’ 

I asked:—Do you think France would ac- 

t those conditions? 

e Sultan replied ;—‘‘ There are only six 
thousand French soldiers in Syria, France is 
occupied in Morocco, and is unwilling to send 
reinforcements here. Also, I have many 
friends in the whole of Syria. If France 
dares to attack us, all Syria will rise. It is 
better to die honestly than to live under the 
conditions as before the revolution."

HOW IT BENEFITS THE 
i FARMENS, 


Mr. Edward Wood, ,English Minister for 
Agriculture, made an admirable defence of 
hunting mm a speech this week at the annual 
pup judging ot the Garrowby Harriers 
(Yorkshire), of which he is master 

He said that a man gave him a piece of 
ecunsel the other ee the House of Com- 
mons, whén he said that farming would be a 
lot better if we could get all the foxes killed. 
i ter.) That alarmed him much more 
than if the man had proposed to nationalise 
the land. The man based his argument on 
the economic loss of production to the coun- 
try by the number of chickens the foxes ate. 
He (Mr. Wood) confessed he was always 
very suspicious of the attempts to measure 
human life in terms of cash. No doubt we 
should be richer as a nation if nobody went 
Ls the pictures or if no ladies wore smart 
clothes and no gentleman drank beer. Yet, 
on the whole, fife would be a duller thing 
when we had done this, and we should not 
enjoy it half so much, It was not otherwise 
with eg 

Nobody denied that hunting did a certain 
amount of damage, but he did not think it 
was A great deal, having regard to what it 
Lrought in its train, It enabled the farmer 
to sell his oats well, and also the horses 
which he bred-—he wished they would breed 
more ; and, above all, and he meant this most 
seriousiy, it established between the different 
people who lived on the land a sympathy and 
understanding which it would be very difficult 
to get without it. That was worth a great 
deal, indeed, in these days. After all, Fás, 
ing men and farmers shared the ill-weather 
and other drawbacks together to some 


extent, 
THEIR BEST ALLIES. 

Lord Midleton, in a racy speech, proposed 
success to agriculture. He said that hunting 
men recognised in farmers their best allies, 
and he believed the farmers realised that in 
hunting men they had their most loyal 
friends.

As to the state of agriculture, if they 
would compare their ledestr with others, 
he thought they would agree that they were 
better off than some and worse off than 
others, but there was no industry which had 
the same stability. He took a certain 
amount of comfort from the fact that the 
population of the world was increasing in 
much greater proportion than the new ground 
being broken up. This mc it there would be 
a constant a ever-increasing demand’ for 
their produce. Other industries were liable 
to be upset by scientific discoveries which 
might render their. manufactures unnecespary. 
but neither we nor our children were ever 
likely to fall before the allurements of 
synthetic . bread or composition beef. 
(Laughter and applause.)

AMERICAN JEW’S CRITICISM 


OF GREAT BRITAIN. 
VIENNA, Thursday. 

At the afternoon sitting of the Zionist Con- 
= Mr. Louis Lipsky, Chairman of the 

ionist Organisation of America, Speaking on 
behalf of the American delegation of 46 mem- 
bers, delivered a statement of the views of 
Jews in America. 

After expressing the fullest confidence in 
the work o President Weizmann, Mr. Lipsky 
proceeded to criticise British action in Pales- 
tine. He said that Americans were disap- 
pointed that the Government to which the 
mandate had been given conceived its task to 
be that of an arbiter between contending 
forces. Instead of moving forward volun- 
tarily and actively in support of the making 
of a Jewish national home, as indicated in 
the mandate, the mandatory power had seen 
fit to adopt an attitude of benevolent 
neutrality. 

“ We feel especially aggrieved,” he said, 
“that the nplication of Article Six of the 
mandate, that the Government would aid 
close settlement on the Jand, allocating waste 
or unused lands for that purpose, has not 
been made.”’ 

The debates show that American and Ger- 
man Jews are in general suppogting Dr. 
Weizmann, whilst the Polish delegates are 
critical of the political and economic policies 
of the present Administration.

SOVIET UNABLE TO BUY 


GRAIN,

RIGA, Thursday. 

The Sovi:. Government to-day, according 
to the Moscow /évestia, is again in’ difficult 
financial straits. 

The peasants have crops which are slightly 
aboye L..a average for the previous five, years, 
but the Uoverhment has no money with’ 
which to buy the grain from the nts, 
a cough some fan-y bookkeeping, the Soviet 
Commissariat of Finance has issued a 
300,000,090 rouble gold lean. 

This loan is ‘being m5 py eso out to Go- 
vernment employers and workers in Soviet 
industries as a part of their salary. With 
the cash thus saved the Government printing 
press has rolled off another batch of prettily 
coloured currency, which is to be to 
purchase the grain crop. 

But now another diffeulty has arisen, The 
Soviet industries are not able to produce the 
amount of goods necessary to supply the 
peasants’ demands, and the peasants have 
some nice new money which they are unable 
to spend, 

All the cotton which the Bolsheviks bought 
from abroad has not yet been made into 
cloth, and there is a big shortage of cotton 
goods and other staple materials. The stores 
of the Government co-operatives and syndi- 
cates are empty in thousands of villages and 
towns, 

For the past three months Soviet trade 
delegations in Europe have been attempting 
to purchase large amounts of supplies on 
credit. But not a single large bank in 
Eurrpe, much less the State uaill, 
accept Bolshevik promissory notes. 

Accordingly only a few purchases have 
b .n mar-, and all of these have been paid 
for in cash. M. Chicherin now claims that 
Russia is faced with a “ credit blocade.” 
This blockade, he says, began when Germany 
was persuaded to accept the Dawes plan; 
for since that time European bankers have 
pu’ their hands on their nocket-+books when 
talking with Soviet Ambassadors.

KING GEORGE’S WISH 
FOR PEACE. 
——— Sa 


STOCKHOLM, Thursday. 

To-day, the first working day of the Uni- 
versal Christian Conference on Life and 
Work began with prayers, at which the 
Patriarch of Alexandria and the Archbishop 
of Upsala invoked God’s blessing on the 
Conference. 

Dr. Atkinson, United States of America, 
General Secretary of the Conference, an- 
nounced that 37 nations and ól religious com- 
munities were represented at it, and that 
another hundred delegates were excepted tu- 


morrow. ' 

The Archbishop of Upsala, Chairman for 
the day, announced the arrival of numerous 
telegrams of greeting. Letters received from 
King George, President Coolidge, and Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald were read, as were 
aiso telegrams from the Patriarch of Con- 
stantinopie, President von Hindenburg, Vis- 
count Cecil and others. 

King George's letter of greeting, which was 
handed to the Bishop of Winchester, ex- 
pressed his hope that a conference represent. 
ing so many Christian Churches, both in 
Europe and in America, might promote the 
great question of international peace. 

President Coolidge expressed his hope and 
belief that the Conference would result in a 
great deal of good 

Mr. Macdonald wrote :—‘‘ The state of the 
world to-day once more calls for the aid of 
the Christian spirit, not only as a judge and 
healer, but also as a guide. ' 

President von Hindenburg’s telegram said 
“I greet the Conference with great joy, as 
a particularly valuable link in the long cha 
of efforts which are struggling for the rea! 
peace of mankind, and hope that God inay 
give a rich blessing to the great and import- 
ant task of the Conference. May its meetings 
be accomplished in a spirit of love and mutua! 
understanding.” 

Dr. Luther, the German Chancellor, 
was to have lectured to the Conference on 
the character of the Church as something 
above the nation and the State, has sent a 
message regretting that he is unable to attend 
owing to political conditions. 

Mr. Vickery, who is representing American 
relief work in the Near Fast, handed to the 
Archbishop of Upsala a chairman's mallet, 
made of olive wood, from Palestine. 

The Bishop of Winchester laid emphasis 
on the inspiriting influence of all the greet 
ings received by the Conference, and suggested 
that a reply should be sent to them. 

The Dean of Worcester afterwards lectured 
on ‘‘ The Church and Economic and Industria!

The 
array would probably be Great Britain, 
France, and Italy, and some minor Powers, 
against China, Russia, and, probably, Get 
many. : 

Mr. Bruce, the Commonwealth Prime 
Minister, in a statement on the occurrence, 
said that he would make immediate inquiries. 
If such a message had been broadeast it was 
most improper, and’ steps would have to be 
taken to prevent inaccurate information of 
such a character from being sent from any 
Australian station. Broadcasting was carried 
on under licence, and the Postmaster-Genera! 
reserved the power to censor any matter 
broadcast. 

Mr. Sibson, the Postmaster-General, said 
that the Government had power to veto any 
item. He would make investigatiOns imme 
diately. He could not at that stage indicate 
the source of the Queensland Government's 
news service.

Mr. J. Dickson, of Airdrie, Scotland, 
brought over two famous sheep dogs—Hemp 
and Foozle, both winners of the International 
Trials, and consequently world champions. 
They gave exhibitions which showed the al- 
most unbelievable things that a well bred 
and trained dog can do with sheep. One of 
them also gave a display of driving a flock of 
ducks, and taking out of the bunch a bird 
indicated by his master, 

These exhibitions have given a great fillip 
to the new movement for. the spread of sheep 
dog trials throughout the country, and it was 
reinforced by a public meeting held here to- 
night under the chairmanship of the Mayor, 
Mr James Reidy, at which it was decided to 
iorm an Irish Sheep Dog Society. 

VALUABLE PRIZES. 

J. A. Reid, Airdrie, Honorary Secre- 
ary of the International Sheep Dog Trials 
Society, was the judge of the competitions, 
for which a valuable challenge cup was pre- 
sented by the Earl of Donoughmore. A cup 
for the best bitch, not a stake winner, was 
given by Messrs. Morrissey and Co., wool mer- 
chants, Clonmel, and substantial prize money 
was presented by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
which was represented at the meeting by 
Captain Charles J. McCarthy, of the Live 
Stock” Department. : 

After the performance of the Scotch dog, 
those of the Irish competitors, which were 
novices, seemed tame, but the best of them 
were much better than last year's, and, in the 
opinion of the judge, the sheep, all moun- 
tainy, were very difficult to handle. Two 
hundred were available. The general opinion 
at the meeting was that Clonmel has made 
@ great start in What is almost certain to 
become a popular attraction, especially at the 
local agricultural shows. 

The winner of the trials and the Donough- 
more Cup was Mr P. Hyland, from the Gal- 
tees, with Cheep, a two year-old black bitch, 
bred by himself. She. brought her sheep al- 
most without fault through all the obstacles, 
but she was slow at the work. The second 
best was Mr. Michael Kell¢¥, Boherlow, Cahir, 
with Fly Back, and the third was Mr. J. -A.

ACHILL SOUND, Thureday.

Thomas, Dugort, Achill Island, a bazaar and

The Church of St. Thomas, Dugort, was 
built in 1837, to meet the spiritual needs of 
the large Church of Ireland population in the 
central and northern portions of Achill Island. 
lt is charmingly situated, amidst delightful 
sea and mountain scencry, at the base of 
Slieve More Mountain, on the southern shore 
of Blacksod Bay. Until the end of last year 
Dugort was a separate parish. Now it has 
been absorbed in that of Achill Sound. Canon 
Boland, who ministers single-handed to the 
church population of this wide area, hopes 
completely to repair and decorate the interior 
of the church.

The liquidator, 
Mr. John Courtney, convened the necessary 
meetings of creditors, when the offer of the 
company to pay 6s. &d. in the £ was 
agreed to. 

His Lordship acceded to the application.
